MUCH ADVERSE CRITICISM

Washington, Dec. 12.—Full set- 


dement of the Lusitania case includ- 
ing reparation for the lives of the 
American victims which it became 
known today recently was near, has 
been postponed by the dismissal of 
the German naval and military at- 
taches and the American demands on 
Austria-Hungary as a result of the 
sinking of the Ancona. 


Consideration of the state of pub- 


lic opinion in Germany, because ot 
these' two acts of the American gov- 
ernment according to reliable infor- 
mation received here has caused offi- 
Jals in Berlin to decide that such a 
settlement as might be made with 
the United States would not now 
meet with popular approval in Ger- 
many.

American note to Great Britain pro-

neutral trade had been published in 
Germany. The note, it is said, cre-

to satisfy the United States.

Turkey Enthusiastic and 


Predicts Eventual Victory 


for the Central Powers

abundance of 


foods and other material of all kinds, 
which sh,e can supply to Germany if 
Germany .needs them," said

ment to the Associated Press on his 
.arrival in Berlin today. 
"It is only a question of transpor- 


tation which seems to be in a fair 
•way of solution. 
"There is no lack of anything 
in 


Turkey. For example, we have 10,- 
000,000 kilograms of cotton which 
Germany can have the moment she 
solves the transportation 
problem, 


:not to speak of 10,000,000 kilograms 
fof reserve supply in the

mattresses and other articles in Turk- 
ish homes. 
"The same is true of copper. Of 
this we have at least 40,000,000 kil- 
ograms which Germany can have at

Turkey is enthusiastic for a num- 


ber of reasons. First, she had never 
fought previously under such favor- 
able conditions. Second, the thought 
of eventual independence stimulates 
the troops tremendously. Third, the

are spurred on by hatred 


of their enemies. This hatred is en- 
gendered by illegal acts. The Turks 
regard the allies as real barbarians."

counties is not more than 15 cents 
a day, and 30 cents is profit for the 
sheriff.

Opportunity No. 2. 
She was a 


widow, also. She was doing a heavy 
washing in her little kitchen. It was 
steamy and close, and a sick child 
was pulling at her skirts. 
There 


were five altogether, and all young. 
She washed ewry day except Sunday 
and on that da> did her own work, 
She was alw.ijs tired. 
The children 


were so cross, and 
hungry. 
Cross 


because underted, too thinly clothed 
to play out in the cold. 
Her hus- 


band? He grew 
tired, discouraged, 


and deserted her. No, he is not 
dead. 
He came back and made up

We are 
prepared to receive such funds, and 
administer them each week in such 
provisions as the different cases re- 
quire. We have received a check to 
open the "Widow Fund." Who will 
add to it? We will use the greatest 
care in the use of every contribu- 
tion. 


"Plead for the Widow." 


This is God's message to Israel at 


a time of prosperity and corruption. 
He warned His people "to learn to 
do well; seek justice, relieve the op- 
pressed, judge the fatherless, plead 
for the widow."

when God

Value of College Exams. 


Records of four leading colleges 


were presented to the Middle States 
Association of Colleges and Prepara- 
tory Schools a few days ago, on the 
question of college tests. It was 
found that those who had been ad- 
mitted on examination were as a 
whole better students than those en- 
tering on certificate. 


The traditional method of sifting 


applicants for the college entrance is 
by examination. 
Many generations 


have passed 
this 
dreaded 
ordeal. 


They crammed with facts, but might 
be so flustered on the fateful day as 
to lose their 
wits. 
Others 
noted 


dates on their shirt cuffs, or smug- 
gled 
translations. 
Self-possessed 


pupils with meager attainments often 
mad€ a better showing than those 
who had done better work, but lack- 
ed confidence. 


These defects in the "exam" sys- 


tem have led a good many colleges 
to substitute the 
method 
of 
en- 


trance on certificate. 
Pupils coming 


from certain approved schools have 
been allowed to -enter on certificate 
from the lower school that they had 
done the required work. 
It looks 


fairer, the test being based on their 
average work for a long period. 


The report quoted above sugger-ts 


that the certificate method has also 
its defects. 
There is a common 


tendency among public school teacn- 
ers to pass pupils along from year to 
year ,on the ground that if set back, 
they become discouraged and 
auit 


school 
Thus every 
class 
carries 


about so much dead wood. 
Where 


teachers take that view, it becomes 
natural to pass pupils along the next 
step into college. 
In some schools 


political or social influence may be 
a factor. 


Perhaps the ideal way would be to 


give equal weight to each kind of 
test. 
Every applicant for entrance 


to college might well be required to 
take an examination, but equal im- 
portance should be attached to his 
past record. 
A written test should 


place but little stress on the remem- 
bering of mere 
facts. 
The 
vital 


question is, can the 
pupil 
express 


himself well, and does he display a 
general comprehension of the subject 
he had taken.

ral trade commission within 
the 


nine months of its existence, Chair- 
man Joseph E. Davies of the com- 
mission today told the 
American 


Manufacturers' Export 
Association 


meeting here. 


"If it becomes necessary to mobil- 


ze the country's industrial resources 
for war," Mr. Davies said, the trade 
commission could produce a record 
not only of the industries available, 
but their respective capacities, actual 
and potential and the degree of their 
Integration, physical and financial. 
The commission he said, had come 
into personal contract with virtually 
two-thirds of the industries of 
the 


country, measured in value of in- 
vestment. 


After going into this first survey 


of industries by a government agen- 
cy, whose prime object was to deter- 
mine the needs of American 
busi- 


ness. Mr. Davies said the commission 
now had knowledge which would af- 
ford a basis for recommendation of 
legislative action by congress. 
The 


information gathered, he said, would 
be ready to put before congress with- 
in a few weeks. 


The commission, he said, has paid 


particular 
attention to competitive 


conditions that exist in foreign coun- 
tries and 
which 
affect 
adversely 


American industries. 


Legislative recommendations would 


include methods by which dumping 
by foreign manufacturers at the close 
of the war might be prevented. 


"The principal function for which 


the commission was created," 
saic 


Mr. Davies, ' 'undoubtedly was to 
prevent practices of unfair competi- 
tion in industry. The object was to 
destroy monopoly in the seed, 
am 


to protect the 
great 
majority of 


business units in industry whose 
chief menace comes from practices 
of unfair competition which might be 
employed by not a more efficient, bu1 
by a more powerful rival. 


"Democracy and monopoly are in- 


compatible, because monopoly con- 
sists of the denial of the principle 
of liberty in a sphere of action tha 
touches most intimately and vitally 
the life of the people. But this does 
not mean that we should set our face 
against the advance of progress in 
industry. The 
economies of 
large- 


scale production to the extent 
tha 


they now exist, the advantages of in 
tegration of industry; the sustaining 
forces of stabilization in industry 
the prevention of feast and famine 
the prevention of cut-throat compe 
tition, can all be encompassed in. 
democratic state without yielding to 
monopoly in principle, or in effect.

PROPOSALS FOR 


NEW TAXATION 


BY SOCIALIST 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS TELCORAM) 


Berlin, Dec. 20, via London, Dec. 


21.—The'socialist resolution propos- 
ing a new levy of the extraordinary 
defense tax imposed m 1915, was ad- 
vocated in the Reichstag today by 
Dr. Eduard David, the socialist lead- 
er, who suggested that tnis be called 
"the honor war tax." 
Dr. David's 


remarks were made during the con- 
sWeration of the government's bill 
requiring corporations to accumulate 
reserves available for taxation from 
war time profits, which was report- 
ed out of committee with resolutions 
for additional legislation against un- 
due war profits. 


The discussion was opened by Dr. 


Karl Helfferich, secretary of the Im- 
perial treasury, who announced that 
the next budget could not be bal- 
anced without additional income and 
that proposals for new taxation were 
being drafted for submission to the 
reichstag. 
Mr. David criticised 
the 


financial policy 
hitherto 
followed 


during the \\ar of financing war ex- 
penditures through loans and de- 
manded new taxation. He suggested 
taking over armament industries and 
mines as government monopolies for 
the purpose of additional revenue. 


Dr Helfferich, 
replying to 
Dr. 


David, denied that the government 
had adopted the loan method of fi- 
nancing the war as a definite prin- 
ciple. 
He said that German finan-

An excellent soap jelly for blonde

discontinue its use, for it is apt to 
make blonde hair lifeless and brittle. 


Do not dry blonde hair by arti- 


ficial heat, as it will lose its sheen 
and texture. 
Rub the scalp briskly, 


but gently, with a towel to 
stimu- 


late circulation, and then sit in the 
sunlight, separating the hair so that 
each portion receives its share of the 
sunbath. 
This manner requires 
a 


much longer time, but the softness 
and sheen of the hair will reward 
you for your patience. 
Brunettes should 
use shampoos 


containing 
oils, sub-rarbonate of 


soda or yolks of eggs. They are ex- 
cellent for dark 
hair, stimulating 


growth and improving the luster. A 
wonderful shampoo for dark hair is 
made from
